Warsaw, third largest city of the 
Ku**ian Empire, with a population 
of nearly 1.(10(1,0(1(1, w-as captured by 
the armies of Emperor William yes- 
terday. The fortress wa* stormed hy 
Bavarian troops under the leader- 
ship of Prince Leopold of Bavaria. 
The evacuation of the Polish capital 
had been under way for several day. 
and most of the governmetal institu- 
tion- had been removed before the 
Hermans sue. ceded in forcing the 
gate* of the . itv. While Crand Puke 
\i. holas saved the main Russian nr- 
my from rapture by its timely with- 
drawal to new positions prepared for 
it, it is -till menaced hy the Crrmans 
and Austrian*, who have crossed the 
Bug and Narew lines. The invaders 
are within ten miles of Riga, an im- 
portant port on the Culf of Riga, 
which is al*o being evacuated. It is 
stated that the German Emperor will 
enter Warsaw in state within a few 
days. The next move of the Cermnn 
armies i* problematical. While aOPJM 
military observers say they will fur- 
ther pursue the Russians on their 
far-flung lines, others predict that 
now a movement on a Ml scale will 
be made «gnin*t the PrMOO Mrili-h 
in Eran, e and Helginm. The 
Rriti-h pre«s doe* not attempt to 
minimize the importance of the Cot- 
man victo'ry in Poland.
